uers ofher, and our now Subtects, to ſet out and furniſh to Sea, at their charges, diners ſhips 
warlikly appointed, foꝛ the ſurpꝛiſing and taking ofthe ſaid Kings ſubiects and goods, and foꝛ 
the entoying of the ſame, being taken and bzought home as lawfull Pꝛize. By vertue of 
which Licences and Commuſſions, our ſaid Subiects, in the ʒeale and affection which they bare 
to the good of their Countrey, in the annopance and ſpoyle of the pnblike enemy ofthis State at 
that time, and in maintenance t employment okthe Shipping and Mariners ol England other⸗ 
wile thꝛough ſcant of Traffique at that time, not ſufficiently ſet on Wozke; Did furniſh out to the 
Seas diuers Ships warlikly appointed, to their exceeding charge, vpon confidence to entoy 
what goods ſoeuer they ſhould take during the ſad Uopage, belonging to the Ring of Spaine, 
oꝛ to any of his Subiects, accozding to the tenour of their ſeuerall Commiſſions, 

And whereas diuers of them, ſithens our comming by the grace and fauour of God to the 
Imperiall Crowne of theſe our Realmes and Dominions, haue taken by colour of the ſaide 
Commiſſions, diners Ships and goods belonging tothe Subiects ofthe King of Spaine, not 
knowing of any alteration oz diſcontinuante of the fozmer Warre betweene Spaine and Eng- 
land, and thereby are like to bee extreamely hindꝛed, oz rather many ot them vndone (being a 
great number of our good and ſerutceable Subiects) if they may not bee ſuffered to enioy ſuch 
Goods as they haue ſo taken, befoze any notite giuen vnto them or the diſcontinuance of the ſaid 
late warre: Wee in our Pzincely condition, hauing (aboue all things) tender tare ot the good 
eſtate of our louing and dutifull Subietts, and willing to giue encouragement to all others 

hereafter, in time of our Warres, to ſhewe like fozwardneſle in venturing their liues and goods 
fo: the weakning ofthe publique enemp, and benefiting ofthis their Countrey : aue thought 
good to ſignific to all men by thele pꝛeſents, that our wil and plealure is, that all ſuch as haue ſet 
out, oz furniſhed to the Seas, any Shippes ot warre, by vertue of any the ſaid Commiſſions, 
and not hauing notice of our entrance into this Ringdome, haue at any time befoze the foure

S ubieet of the laid king ol Spaine, hath beene oꝛ ſhall bee taken at Sea, oꝛ land by anp ot our 
Subiects by tolour of any Commiſſion whatſoeuer, after the ſaid foure and twentieth day of A- 
pꝛill laſt: The ſame ſnall be foozthwith ſequeſtred from the Takers, to the vle of the true Pꝛo⸗ 
pꝛietaries, and reſtoꝛed vnto them vpon the firlt tlaimes and pꝛoofes of their pꝛopertie, without 
any long oꝛ chargeable ſuite of Law. 
And we further will and command, That all ſuch our men of warre, as be nowat Dea, ha- 
uing no ſufficient Commiſſion as Afozeſaid,and haue taken, oꝛ ſhal go to Sea hereafter, and ſhal 


take any the ips, 02 goods of any ſubtect of any Painces in league. o2 amitie with vs, ſhall bee 
repured aud rauen as wwaes, aus vory wry aww ar cer accellaries, maintainers, comfoz- 


ters, abbettoꝛs, and partakers ſhall ſuffer death as Pirates, and acceſſaries to piratie, with 
confiſcation of all their landes, and goodes, accozding to the ancient lawes of this Realme. 
Commaunding all our officers of the Admiralty to ſee our commaundement ſeuerely executed, 


Wee limtt vnto al men df warre at Seaagaſuffi 


and commanding al other officers of our Kingdomes and Donuntons whom it may concerne, 
to giue their beſt aſſiſtance to the officers ofthe Admiralty, foꝛ the better executionofour ſayde 
commaundement, as they and euery of them failing therein, will anſwere to the contrary at 


their vttermoſt perils,
